This morning five Troops of Horſe, and five 
intire Companies of Foot Revolted from the Wallingford Party, to the Intereſt of 
the Common-wealth : We ſent outa Party to look upon the Enemy ; and 
having good Intelligence amongſt them, it pleaſed God the whole Compante came 
in, ſome few Officers only excepted ; ſo that the Siege is Raiſed, andthe Town at 
Liberty without a drop of Blood : [ he Garriſon is exceeding Strong, and Your 
| Friends here in great heart, and great hopes (by the Bleſſing of God) to Redeem 
the Publique Liberty : And believe me, .as «Monch is very Conſiderable in the 
North, ſo this Place will be in the South. Sir eArthur Haſlerig and Colonel 
eMorley have behaved themſelves very Gallantly. Thelile of Wight 1s moſt 
part come in, unleſs it be Cowes Caſtle ; a Party is ſent to reduceit ; and by this 1 

dare ſay you may aver that 1s reduced allo, 
I doubt not but We ſhall have a ſuddain Opportunity to Write again to You; 


and as any thing happens here, You ſhall be certain to receiveit from,
